The Senate’s Select Commit 
tee on Intelligence operations 
held its first organizational 
meeting yesterday and ap- 
pointed William G. Miller, a 
Republican foreign-policy ex- 
pert, as its staff director. 

Miller, a former aide to for- 
mer Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper (R-Ky.), will begin re- 
cruiting a staff of 30 to 40 in- 
vestigators to explore foreign 
and domestic intelligence- 


gathering by federal agencies, 
including the FBI, the CIA 
and the Pentagon’s Defense 
Intelligence Agency and Na- 
tional Security Agency.

| chairman of the 11-member 
committee, said Miller was ap- 
proved unanimously and will 
head a unified staff, instead of 
having majority and minority 
staffs to serve Democrats and 
(Republicans separately.

Laid to Prior Schedule 


Former California Gov. Ron- 
ald. Reagan’s staff said he has 
missed three of the foiir meet- 
ings of the presidential com- 
mission investigating t|ie Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency be-; 
cause of prior business ap-| 
pointmcjnts apd speaking com- 
mitments, not because; of any 
political problems with the 
probe. 

.Reagan is also likely to miss 
the next commission meeting 
on'Monday, said his aide, Pe- 
ter Hannafoid, but he is sched 
tiled to attend the following 
one on ,Feb. 17. All of the 
other seven members have at- 
tended all of the private ses- 
sions with the exception of 
former Treasury Secretary C. 
Douglas Dillon, who missed 
last Monday’s meeting. 

“When the President asked 
him to be on the commission,” 
Hannaford said, “the governor 
said yes, but with the reserva- 
tion that he already had made 
' a number of commitments for 
speaking engagements.” 

Regan, his aide said, “will 
do his best to work out a har- 
monious schedule because he 
regards the commission’s work 
as very important.” 

The former governor is now 
busy with lectures, for which 
he receives substantial fees, 
plus his syndicated radio 
broadcasts and ' a new newspa 
per column.

While Reagan has missed 
three full days of testimony 
and apparently will miss a 
fourth, he can catch up with 
the other by reading the clas- 
sified transscripts of the com- 
mission meetings, either at the 
commission’s office on Jack- 
son Place or if the testimony 
is sent by military courier to. 
some secure location in C 
fornia. 

Hannaford said that wh 
Reagan ’ was explaining his 
scheduling difficulties to 
Rockefeller, the Vice Presi- 
dent told him: “Just make 
sure you read all the tran- 
scripts so you can keep up.” 
Reagan has promised to do 
that, Hannaford said. 

Hannaford said there were 
no political reasons behind the 
governor’s absence. Some con- 
servative supporters have 
warned Reagan that they fear 
that liberals’ attacks on the 
CIA are aimed, at destroying 
| the U.S., intelligence' agency, 
but Hannaford . said Reagan 
has not had any criticism of 
the work of the Rockefeller 
commission

Church said the committee 
adopted rules of procedure 
and confidentiality similar to 
the rules the House Judiciary 
Committee applied during its 
Nixon impeachment proceed- 
ings last year. 

“Any member of this staff 
who breaks these rules, who, 
leaks any information, will be 
fired,” the senator said. 

Creation of the special com- 
mittee and a similar one in 
the House was stimulated in 
part by recent disclosures of 
domestic ; surveillance activi- 
ties of . the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. However, the 
Senate committee members in- 
tend to take a much broader 
look at intelligence activities, 
both here and abroad. 

“I . see it as a forward look- 
ing inquiry,” said Sen. Charles 
McC. Mathias Jr. (R-Md.), one 
[of the. leading proponents! 
.think the' various abuses j$jg$

I What we want to do is write a 
new charter for the intelli: 
gence community.” 

Church said he hopes to co- 
ordinate the Senate investiga- 
>n with the House, perhaps 
holding joint hearings and 
[sharing areas of interest to rq. 
‘duee duplication.
